AN ACT to provide for the payment of the clerks of the joint select 
committee of investigation into alleged frauds connected with the 
land grants. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in 
Senate and assembly, do enact as follows : 

Chairman to 	SECTION 1. The chairman of the joint select corn-

of lands granted to this State to aid in the constryction 
of railroads, approved June 3', 1858, is hereby author-
ized to certify to thP Secretary of State the number of 
days' service of each clerk employed by said committee, 
and it shall be the duty of the Secretary of State to 
audit such accounts and order the same to be paid out 

Provisos.  of the State Treasury ; Provided, The compensation of 
the chief clerk shall not exceed the sum of four dollars 
per diem, and the compensation of all other clerks 
shall not exceed the sum of two dollars and fifty cents 
cach per diem ; and provided also, That said clerks shall 
not be paid for any more days' service than were actu-
ally performed. 

Appropriation Szc. 2. There is hereby appropriated out of any 
money in the treasury not otherwise appropriated, a sum 
of money sufficient to pay accounts audited under the 
provisions of the first section of this act. 

SEC. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.
